How to = the Wrinkles Which Dis 
So Many Faces. 

A secret to take away wrinkles, says the 
Philadelphia Press, is to heat an iron shovel 
red hot, throw on it a spoonful of myrrh in 
powder and smoke the face over it, cover- 
ing person and shovel with a sheet to keep 
in the fumes.

The | 
skin must always be washed clean with | 
warm water and fine soap and well dried | 
before using any application, and man or 
woman always wants to go to bed with face 
and neck thoroughly and freshly washed. 

Sleeping with the imperceptible dust of 
the day in the skin, clogging and griming 
it, is a great cause of wrinkles.

Unequal Taxation. 


Controller Hallock calls at'en- 
tion in his report to the vicious 
system of assessing property, and 
it should command the atten- 
tion of the Legislature and tax- 
payers alike. Washoe county pays 
taxes on property valued at $4,657,- 
265, and here we will say that if 
properly assessed it should be at 
least $10,000,000, while Storey 
county only pays on $1,884,248. 
The Commissioners of Storey 
county met February 6, 1888, an- 
from the Enterprise of that date 
the Controller quotes as follows: 

A regular meeting held yester- 
day morning. * * * Adjourned 
until February 11, when a special 
meeting will be held to fix the tax 
levy for 1888. Tle Commissioners 
have not yet determined the rate. 
Thev are undecided as yet whether 
to feduce it one-half, or place the 
levy at five per cent. and cut down 
the assessed valuation to one-hal 
the figures of last. year. The ma- 
jority are in favor of tho latter 
course. | 

The different classes of property 
in Storey were put down for tax- 
able purposes at the following val- 
tation: Real estate at $227,723, 
personal property at $427,571, aud 
mining and mill property at $859, 
050. It will be seen that cutting 
down the valuation of propert) 
one half and increasing the tax 
levy 50 per cent. that the State ic 
defrauded out of $16,958.23, which 
Storey county saves at the expense 
of the other counties of the State. 
To illustrate: On property the 
true cash value of which is $1,000,- 
000, the State tax would amount 
to $9,000,aud the county tax, at 
one-half the maximum rate, 75 
cents, would amount to 87,500. 
But should the $1,000,000 valua- 
tion be reduced to $500,000, the 
State tax would be but $4,500, and 
the county tax, at the maximum 
rate, 81 50, would be the Same as 
upon the true ‘valuation at 76 
cents, namely, $7,500. Thus the 
county would evade payment of 
half the revenue due the State 
from that source, and a given 
amount of revenue being neccs- 
sary for State purposes, would 
shift he obligation so evadéd on 
to those poorer counties not in 
condition to make such reduction 
in valuations. This is all wrong, 
and the Legislature should pass a 
bill correcting the evil. 

When the Assessors and County 
Commissioners evade the law, for 
the law provides that property 
shall be assessed at its true cash 
value, by such flagrant proceed- 
ings as tLose enacted by the offi- 
cers of Storey county, it is time to 
call a halt. We would advocate 
the forming of a State Board of 
Equalization to put a stop to such 
a vicious system, for the making 
fish of one and fowl of another is 
not calculated to make the tax 
payers at large feel very good nay 
tured, There is no reason why 
Storey county should pockei some- 
thing over $16,000 at the expense 


of the other counties.

Want Protection. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla, Jan. 18.—Ata 
meeting of the Board of Trade yester- 
day the following resolution was 
passed: ‘‘That the interests of the 
orange growers of Florida demand pro- 
tection against foreign growers of 
fruit, and our Senators and Represent- 
atives in Congress are requested to 
exert their efforts and influence to se- 
cure the passage of a law levving im- 
port duties of $1 per box on two cubic 
feet capacity, or in that proportion, 
upon all oranges and lemons of foreign 
countries“ This movement is being 
veneral, by the Board of Trade and 
other organizations throughout the 
State, irrespective of: party.

Port Av Prince, Jan. 3.—The 
steamship Haytien Republic was run 
into by the Haytian gunboat Vol- 
droque on the night of December 20th, 
inflicting but slight damages to either 
vessel. The Haytian gunboat was en- 
tering the harbor at full speed and 
could have steamed to her anchorage 
without any change of course, but 
when within 200 yards of the Haytien 
Republic her helm was suddenly put 
to port and remained so until she 
struck the vessel. Then her engines 
were reversed and she backed 200 
yards and again steamed at full speed 
until within a short distance from the 
Haytien Republic, when her course 
was slightly changed, ey missing her. 
The gunboat was hailed both times, 
but no answer was made nor did her 
captain attempt to ascertain the 
amount of damage done or offer assist- 
ance after ascertaining that damage 
was done. The Galeua sent an armed 
boat’s crew to the offending gunboat, 
where the statement was made that a 
jamming of the tiller was the cause of 
the collision. The opinion was that it 
was a deliberate attempt to sink the 
released ship. The question is whether 
the scheme was originated by a higher 


authority than the captain of the gan- | 


boat. 
The Galena’s officers met the next 
day, when the demand for an investi- 
tion was made upon the Haytian 
overnment. An indemnity of $100,- 
000 has been agreed on for the seizure 
of the Haytien Republic, and she will 
return to New York about February 
ist. Admiral Luce has notified the 
Haytien Government that he considers 
the blockade of all the northern ports 
voluntarily raised, because of the de- 
sertion of their post by all of the Hay- 
tien blockading squadron.
